Cleveland says that there ought to be a 
change of parties in the administration of the 
Government; Blaine presents in a few sen- 
tences a résumé of what the Republican 
party has done, shows that the Democratic 
party has opposed as unconstitutional every 
measure of Republican origin, and submits 
the proposed change on its merits. In other 
words, a change of parties under these con- 
ditions involves a reversal of the policy 
which has prevailed in the administration of 
the Government during the last twenty-four 
years. Is that what the people want? 

The spirit of Nationalism has beep pro- 
gressive under Republican rule, which began 
by rev the Democratic dogma of State 
above the Union by asserting the supremacy 
of the Nation over individual States, and 
vindicated that principle at the sacrifice of 
hundreds of thousands of lives and thou- 
sarids of millions of dollars in the War for 
the preservation of the Union from dismem- 
berment, The Democret¢ waged that bloody 
War to establish the right of the States to 
secede and destroy the Union whenever they 
pleased. 

Out of this victory came the abolition of 
slavery, the amendments of the Constitution, 
the establishment of equal rights, the inter- 
vention of the National authority to protect 
National elections from Democratic fraud, 
the birth of National citizenship, the enlarge- 
ment of sovereign powers over the y, 
the assertion of sovereign right to regulate 
public and quasi-public corporations, and 

Nationality 
evolved from Republican legislation. 

Do the people want to abandon all this 
progress and go back to the contracted and 
obsolete ideas stil cherished by the Demo- 
cratic party? That is the leading question 
when a change from the Republican party to 
the Democratic party is suggested. It is not 
merely ‘‘ a question of. partisan zeal and ad- 
vancement of personal advantage,” as Cleve- 
land puts it, but of *‘ a total reversal of the 
entire policy that has distinguished the Gov- 


ernment of the United States since 1861,” as 


Blaine puts it. 

The return of the Democratic party to the 
control of the Government includes the trans- 
fer not merely of thi offices, but of the law- 
making and judiciary powers. With a Dem- 
ocratic Congress to change the Supreme 
Court by adding a dozen members to it, and 
a Democratic President to appoint the new 
partisan Bourbon Judges, it would be but a 
short time before that tribunal would pass 
completely into Democfatic hands. The ad- 
ministration of the National laws throughout 
the country would be intrusted to Bourbon 
Judges, The judicial construction of the 
constitutional amendments and the laws 
which have grown out of them would under- 
goa radical change. The collection of the 
revenue would be defeated wherever resist- 
ance should be encountered. The National 
election laws would be repealed. No re- 
straint would ever be placed upon the action 
of any State, no matter how much it might 
conflict with the sovereign power of the Na- 
tion. No progress would ever be made to- 
ward the National regulation of the railroads, 
the telegraph, or any other element of inter- 
State commerce. The universal tendency 
would be to undo all the Republican party 
has done in a quarter of a century toward 
making the United States one great Nation 
and to drift back into the narrow and dis in- 
tegrating channels of State supremacy and 
sectional rivalry. 

It is the “‘ party zeal” and ‘* personal ad- 
vantage” of the Democratic party which are 
at the bottom of the Democratic demand for 
| a change, but the American people would 
| pay too dearly for it by forfeiting the, pro- 
gressive Nationalism which the Republican 
party has established. The Democratic party 
has not yet assimilated enough of the Re- 
publican ideas to warrant a new trial. 


THE LIQUOR-DEALERS’ CA |MP-AIGN. 


In Ohio, as in Illinois, the liquor-dealers | 


have forced themselves to the front as the 
special champions of the Democratic party; 
they are raising the money and supplying the 
campaign documents, using the former for 
corruption purposes and the latter for the dis- 
semination of lies, In one of the circulars is- 
sued by the Ohio liquor-dealers the statement 
is made that “‘James G, Blaine is the em- 
bodiment of Maine and her blue laws; the ip- 
stigator and general representative of all her 
fafatical ideas.” This is a tissue of false- 
hoods. Prohibition in Maine is nota new 
issue. lt was established under Democratic 
influences before Blaine had fairly entered 
upon public life. The late amendment to the 
Constitution was only a change in the form 
of the law, and was supported about equally 
by the Républicans and Democrats. Blaine 
refused to take sides on it on the broad 
ground that prohibition can never be a Na- 
tional issue, and he had not the right in his 
present attitude in the National struggle to 
identify himself with those who favored it or 
those who opposed it. This. declaration 
ought to have satisfied every man in the land 
except the fanatics, who dream that the Con- 
stitution of the United States’: may some day 
be amended to suit their views. But the 
liquor-dealers could not escape the tempta- 
tion to misrepresent Blaine and appeal to the 
German sentiment upon a false statement of 
his position and of the facts of recent his- 
tory. 

Of a piece with the lie about Blaine is the 
statement in the same circular that ‘‘ the Re- 
publican party is handicapped and controlled 
by its fanatic element ’—meaning the Prohi- 
bitionists. If that were true would the Pro- 
hibitionists run a National ticket and State 
and local tickets wherever they can ? Would 
they do everything in their power, as they 
are doing, to defeat the Republican party if 
they controlled it?

SPRINGER’S STAR-ROUTE’ REPORT. 

Chairman Bill Springer of the Committee 
on Expenditures in the Department of Jus- 
tice of the Democratic House, who has spent 
the last year or two in investigating the star- 
route prosecutions, and has held his report 
back for partisan reasons, has at length fired 
off the document with the intention of influ- 
encing the Ohio election. Chairman Billy at 
his best estate is never anything but an of- 
fensive partisan, and in consequence is una- 
bie to do anything in his official position ex- 
cept from the bitterest partisan standpoint. 
His latest move, the publication of the star- 
route report, is not the least offensive of his 
schemes, as the document is both incomplete 
and dishonest. 

There is no lack in this report of the wild 
and exaggerated statements for which Chair- 
man William has always been conspicuous, 
and which have caused him to be regarded as 
a prejudiced and untrustworthy investigator. 
With a supreme contempt for facts and fig- 
ures, he has doubled the losses by the star- 
route frauds, so that this part of the report 
is 50-per cent falsehood. He describes the 
failure of justice, the failure to collect back 
the money, and to punish the star-route ras- 
cals. This every one knew long ago, for the 
public press of the country has been unani- 
mous in its condemnation of this outrage 
upon justice, and the severest strictures have 
come from the Republican papers. Chair- 
man Springer tells this part of the story with 
holy indignation and very florid rhetoric, but 
he omits to tell why there was a failure of 
justice, why the money was not collected 
back, and why the conspirators were not 
punished. If he had been honest he would 
have said the reason why these gonspirators 
were not found guilty and punished was be- 
cause they were tried before a Washington 
Democratic jury. lf the old Democratic ju- 
dicial system of Washington were different, 
if it were possible under that system to obtain 
honest juries and juries in which Democratic 
partisanism were not predominant and jurors 
who do not sympathize with raids and depre- 
dations on the National Treasury, there 
would have been no failure of justice on this 
occasion; but the star-route cases were 
brought befere Democratic jurors who would 
have done the same things as the men they 
acquitted had they been in the same position 
and had the same opportunities. 

Had Chairman Bill Springer stated that a 
Democratic jury beat the prosecution his re- 
port would have had one element of truth in 
it. Lf after describing the escape of the star- 
routers he had honestly said these men got 
off without punishment because a jury con- 
sisting of eight Democrats and four negroes 
failed to convict them after they had been 
proven guilty less exceptions would be taken 
to his report.

SUICIDE OF SIR JAMES LUMSDEN SETON., 

Lonpon, Sept.“30.—|Special.|—Society cir- 
cles in London were shocked and -horrified to- 
day by the discovery that Sir James Lumsden 
Seton had committed suicide.. Sir James was 
one of the richest Baronets of Scotland, 
was 49 years old, and inherited his 
title and estates from his father, the 
seventh Baronet of his line, only four years 
ago. During most of his life Sir James was a 
soldier, and when he retired from the army be 
was a Captain in the One Hundred 
and Second Foot. His usual residence 
was at Pitmedden, in Aberdeenspire, 
but he lived in London during. the 
last few weeks. This morning he was found 
in his bath-tub dead and still clutohing a razor, 
with which he had cut bis throat. There is no 
reason assignable for the suicide, and the 
Coroner’s jury returned a verdict to the effe ct 
that he killed himself while insave.

' A notable trial has just been concluded at 
Nuremburg, Bavaria. The defendant was 
Herr Charles Grillenberger, a member of the 
German Reichstag for Nuremburg, and the 
leader .of .the moderate Socialists in that 
body. .The charge against him was that 
of libeling Herr Penkert, an Austrian 
agitator who formerty edited the Vienna 
ukunft (the Fut- 
ure). Since the beginning of the prosecution 
Penkert has disappeared, He was expelled 
from Austria for plotting against the Govern- 
ment, and first found refuge in Switzerland. 
At Geneva he delivered some lectures in 
which he sovght to incite workingmen 
to decds of violence, and in 
which he practically admitted that he was an 
‘accomplice of Kammerer and Stellmacher in 
the murder of Broker Eisert and others. He 
said he knew of the plot to kil Merstallinger, 
the Vienna shoemaker, who was aft- 
erwards found murdered, but ‘that he 
bad advised against it.°: His. reason was 
that Merstallinger did not have much money, 
and that the murder of a banker would be 
more profitable to the Anarchists. Such ex- 
pressions -as these soon made it necessary 
for Penkert to leave Switzerland, and he 
fled to London, where, at last accounts, 
he was preparing to go to America. 
In the trial at Nuremberg Herr Grilienberger 
exposed the career of Penkert, and proved that 
bis own object in decryifg and deriding him 
was merely to preserve workingmen from be- 
ing contaminated by Anarchistié influences. 
The jury was persuaded of the truth of Herr 
Grillenberger’s defense, and promptly acquit- 
ted him. 


THE NEW CABLE. 

The officers of the Commercial Cable Com- 
pany now state that they expect to open their 
offices on both sides of the Atlantic for public 
business the 10th of October. 

THE DUKE OF CAMBRIDGE. 

The object of the visit of the Duke 
of Cambridge to Ireland is said to 
be purely military.. His appearance on 
the other side of «St. George's Channel 
is not in the capacity of a Royal Duke, but of 
the commander-in-chief of the British forces. 
He goes to inspect the troops in the principal 
garrison towns, and has set about his 
work in a thoroughiy business-like way 
The authorities at Dublin Castle, however, are 
in a fearful funk, and their chronic 
fear of dynamite outrages is intensified by the 
advent of the Duke. Lord Spencer has caused 


‘the most elaborate precautions to be taken for 


tne Duke's safety, and has 
laughed at for .his paius, The Duke 
ridicules the idea that he is in 
any personal danger, and has quoted to Lord 
Spencer the latter’s own words when he told a 
meeting of Irishmen that if he were shot down 
England would quickly find another man to 
take his place. The Duke is about to visit 
Cork, and the Viceroy, mindful of his own 
unpleasant reception in the South of Ireland, 
urged that be should make his residence in the 
military barracks during his sojourn in that 
city. The Duke replied that ne had no doubt 
that the quartera at the barracks were very 
comfortable, but that the Imperial Hotel was 
rather more to his taste, and he bas according- 
ly engaged rooms for himseif and suite at the 
famous hotel on the South Mall.

THE CHOLERA. 
IN FRANCE. 

MARSEILLES, Sept. 30.—The Cholera Commis- 
sion appointed to examine the epidemic here 
have submitted a report.. They state that they 
followed the progress of the disease by hourly 
examining the blood of persons stricken. They 
found that in each case at first a few of the 
giobules presented an unhealthy appearance; 
then a third were affected; then one-half, then 
two-thirds, and finally death resulted. An im- 
portant fact was developed that all the globules 
were not simultaneously affected. 

PARIS, Sept. 30.—Six deaths from cholera are 
reported in different parts of France today. 

There were three deaths from cholera report- 
ed in Marseilles today. 

IN SPAIN, 

Maprin, Sept. 30.—Heavy rains and floods 
and the majotenance of cholera cordons and 
lazarettos are paralyzmg trade throughout 
Spain. The working classes are suffering great- 
ly, and it ig expected that their distress will in- 
crease during the coming winter. 

IN ITALY. 

Rome, Sept. 30.—Reports of the cholera epi- 
demic during the grant obey bours show 
a total of 421 fresh cases and 229 deaths, in- 
cluding 122 cases and fifty-one deaths in eet 
and sixty-six cases. and sixty-seven deaths in 
Genoa.

VIENNA, Sept. 30.—Fanny Elssier is dying. 


[Fanny Hissier was born in Vienna in 1811, and 
atan early age became one of the most famous 
dancers of her time.

manner by Dillard Walker, also 
an old citizen of the place.

Hoag was 
Standing ina saloon today, when Walker en- 
tered and without saying a word drew a re- 
volver and shot Huag in the back. The latter 
ran into ,the back room, followed by 
Walker.

A FPRENCH OPINION OF BLAINE. 


M. Brisson Considers Him to Be One of 

a Greatest Statesmen of the Repub- 

Cc. 

Miss Emma Janes in the Buffalo Commercial: 
Gen. Batchelier, late Chief Justice of the 
International Tribunal of Egypt at Cairo, said: 
“ The Fourth af July last I was in Paris on my 
way home for’ my. vacation visit. The pre- 
sentation of the Bartholdi statue to our Gov- 
ernment was the event of the ddy to us Amer- 
icans who were there, andin connection with 
it, Minister Morton, after receiving the statue, 
gave a dinner and ptionin honor of the 
event, at whith was a guest, and at 
which I met the. eminent. members of 
the French Adainistration, and prom- 


nent representatives of the English and 
} other leading Governments aswell. I enjoyed 
an after-dinner conve ‘ upon American 
institutions with M. B mn, President of the 
French Chamber of Deputies, the regular’ suc- 
cessor of Gambetta, and the only rival of Jules 
Ferry, present Prime Minister, for the future 
Presidency of tha French Republic. The then 
recent Republican nowinauons at Chicago gave 
a piquant interest to the-subject of our Na- 
tional politicos, and qn the course of the conver- 
sation Monsieur said: ‘I am very giad 
that the Am ple have at last selected 
one of their grea statesmen (bommes d’etat) 
as a candidate for/ the va ran Hitherto, 
if I have rightly ee ge American poljtics, 
parties have sua selected their candi- 
dates rather on aécount of their nega- 
tive qualities than for their established states- 
manship.” I then asked him if he knew 
Mr. Biaine. He said: ‘1 never had the honor 
of meeting bim, not having been in America: 
but I feel acquainted with bim, having’ bad oc- 
casion in my character as legislator, especially 
as we have been lately engaged in remodeling 
our Constitution, to study the history of the 
American Republic; and that has necessarily 
included the history of your public men. I 
feel acquainted with Hamilton, Jefferson, Cal- 
houn, Seward, and Webster, and, 6f course, I 
need not say with Washington, Franklin, and 
Lincoln; and I consider Mr. Blaine as ranking 
with these men. Perhaps my predilections are 
more favorable because he was so long Speaker 
of your Congress, and I occupying the same po- 
sition in my Government. And, of course, bis 
name begame familiar to every one during the 
agony of President Garfield.” While French 
statesmen and French newspapers are not hos- 
tile to the triumph of the Republican party, 
the reverse is. true in regard to England. Ina 
conversation on the same occasion with an 
eminent English diplomat whom I bad met in 
Cairo; and whose name I do not feel at liberty 
to use, he admitted to me that he considered 
Mr. Blaine one of the most, if not the most, 

able of our putlicmen. * But,’ be added, ‘ if i 
may.be allowed to use the expression, he is 


too intensely American:to be made President 


of your great Republic. He is not yet educated 
up to the standard of commercial liverty, or

FAILURE OF A PHILADELPHIA FIRM.

Jarge business house of Henry McCallum & Co., 
carpet dealers, on Fifth avenue, failed today 
for a large amount. The liabilities are not a> 
curately known, but it is estimated that they 
will reach $140,000.. The assets comprise the 
large and valuabie place of business and the 
stock in the store. There fs a mortgage for 
$75,000 on the property, and Mr. MoCallum has 
been struggling bravely for some time back 
against financial difficulties, hoping to extricate 


himself. He had succeeded in meeting ail de- 
mands and baffling a business failure, 
until, handicapped and exhausted in 


the battle, he concluded that further effort was 
futile and gave itup. Today executions were 
issued against him on confessed judgments at 
the suit of Elizabeth Sheppard for $15,000 
penalty, $7,500 real debt; and at the suit of 
Samuel C. Schozer, trustee, for $64,010.24 pen- 
alty, $32,005.12 real debt. The writs are now 
in the hands of the Sheriff, and the establish- 
ment was closed this evening. Mr. McCallum 
has been one of the prominent merchants of 
our city for a great number of years, and was 

ways regarded as an excellent man 
of stri strict integrity. 


ILLINOIS DRYING COMPANY. 


INTERNAL DISSENSIONS CAUSE CONFESSIONS OF 
JUDGMENT TO BE ENTERED. 

The large establishment of the Lilinois Dry- 
ing Company at the Union Stock-Yards was 
closed by Deputy-Sheriff Potter yesterday to 
satisfy two confessions of judgment entered 
against the concern in the Circuit Court, one 
in favor of the Union Natuoral Bank for $25,- 
626, and another in favor of Libby, McNeill & 
Libby for $8,904. The Deputy-Sheriff levied 
oe the machinery, fixtures, and 700 tons 

fertilizing material, which was packed 
ready for shipping and was worth about $13,000. 
The value of the machinery and other material 
levied upon exceeds the amount of the claims 
upon which the levy was made. The establish- 
ment is one of the largest of the kind in the 
State, the buildimg covering nearly an acre of 
ae The concern was a stock company, 
had been in existence about five years. 
1 principal stockboiders were: Neison Mor- 
ris, Isanc Waixel, Libby, McNeill & Libby, and 
John Brennock. One ‘undred thousand dol- 
lare’ worth ot stock was represented in it. 

Mr. Isaac Waixel, Treasurer of the company, 
said in speaking of the confessions entered 
against it: ‘‘Itis nota failure in any sense of 
the word. The fact of the matter is the busi- 
ness has not been paying at all for the last 
two years, and this, together with a spirit of 
dissatisfaction with the management of atf- 
fairs among the stockholders, caused the Board 
of Directora to consider what was best to be 
done. The @issatistied element would neither 
buy out nor sell out their interest, and 
the board agreed to close out the con- 
cern entirely, and to attain that end 
they ordered the twoconfessions to be entered, 
s0 that the business might be sold out to the 
highest bidder.” 

* What are tne liabilities of the concern?” 

“Nothing beyond these two confessions of 
judgment.”’ 

*“ Will not the concern be bought ont by the 
stronger element of the present stockholders?” 

“T shouldn't wonder.” 

The whole transaction is looked upon by 
some as a case of *‘ freeze out’’ put up on the 
smaller stockholders by the larger ones. Mr. 
Waixel is responsible for the statement that no 
one will lor@'a dollar by the transaction, but 
that some-of the present stockholders in the 
conoern will have to sacrifice their interests 
in it. 

Charlies B. More, Secretary of the company. 
stated that the confession of judgment was en- 
tered for the purpose of discontinuing the 
business and its probable winding up. The 
eompany for various reasons had not been 
‘making money during the last year. At the 
annual meeting of the stockbolders in July the 
situation was laid before them, and a subscrip- 
tion asked; the capital of $100,000 being fully 
paid up. They failed to respond liberaily, and 
the business had now come to such a point that 
the officers were unwilling to further increase 
the indebtedness. The company would prob- 
ably be wound up, as the stockholders had lost 
heart and had given up all hopes of getting 
+ rioh out of the concern. 

‘The company employed about forty men, and 
did a business of $300,000 a year. The price of 
the fertilizer which it made from the offal of 
the packing-hbouses had been steadily falling in 
value, baviug decreased fully 33% per cent. 
The demand had failen off and the market was 
overstocked. Their crude product, which they 


Bast; was in littie demand at present, as the 
farmers, owing to the low price of wheat, were 
calling for small quantities.

AMERICA IN OHINA. 


Extract from a Private Letter from 
China. 

We are quite anxious to hear the result of 
the ultimatum, the time of which was to ex- 
pire Friday last. If there. should be war, we 
anticipate very little or no trouble bere, 
though, if the French should come here and 
shell the forts, we should undoubtedly have to 
leave. There have been lots of wild rumors 
floating about lately among the Chinese, who 
are all undoubtedly frightened, and think the 
French are coming sure. 

About balf a mile from here, near the sea, 

is a little fishing village, which is the most ex- 
posed place about here, and where the people 
have been most scared about the French. 
Well, one night, a week or two ago, a little 
Chinese junk ran on the rocks opposit the 
village, and while stranded hung out lanterns 
as signais of distress, and these people, seeing 
the extra lights, thought the French had come, 
and were ali ready to leave—indeed, some say 
they did leave—men, women, and children 
(though it was 1 o'clock fm the morning)—and 
fied into the country. Of course, the next day 
they found they had been badly fooled, 
. I have no dowbt if the French should really 
come everybody would be scared nearly out of 
their wits, even including the soldiers, for 
whom I have a good deal of contempt. 1 cer- 
tainly think one Frenchman would be equal to 
at least four Chinese. 

The other day they started In to fortify the 
city wall in a way characteristic of their meth- 
ods of warfare. They hunted up some old 
rusty cannon which had been lying around 
useless for twenty years, and took them up on 
the wall and mounted them, so that their muz- 
zies should show .through the embrasures of 
the wali and frighten the French if they saw 
<e from the sea. They can't be fired 
at all. 

But if we have acontempt for Chinese tactics, 
Ihave almost more contempt for the way the 
United States looks out for the welfare of its 
citizens in foreign lands. 

While we hear of English, French, Japanese, 
and even Russian gunboats being in Chinese 
waters and ready at any moment to look after 
their respective citizens, we learn that the only 
United States vesse] which bas been near these 
parts during the winter, the Monocacy, has run 
off from Shanghai to Japan to see the fun at 
some court-martial that is golhg on over there. 
It is notorious out here how very poor provis- 
ion for the safety of its subjects the United 
States makes. The only time the missionaries 
had to leavethis place they wore taken off 
through the kindness of an English Captain, 
who brought his vessel up from Chefoo on pur- 
pose to take them away, though every one was 
an American. I tell you, it makes an Ameri- 
can blush for his country’s honor when she 
does so littie to uphold it in the eyes of other 
nations.

City-Attorney Grinnell réceived from Ottawa 


‘yesterday the opinion of the Supreme Court in 


the case of Saunder vs. The City, which involved 
the validity of the ordinance requiring pawn- 
brokers to make a return to the police once in 
twenty-four hours of the property they received 
in pawn, and the name of the person who 
pledged it. The court holds that the ordinance 
is valid, and that its requirements are not, as 
claimed, unreasonabie, unjust, or oppressive, 
or without authority of law. 
POLLUTED LAKE WATER. 

Late last week aman who has charge of a 
gang working on the North Pier called on a 
West Side doctor for a prescription for a severe 
diarrhea from which he was suffering. While 
talking about his case he mentioned incidental- 
ly that, outof sixteen of the en who were 
working together on the pier, eight bad been 
attacked at the same time. The doctor asked 
if the eight had been eating any one thine. 
The man said **‘ No;"" they had brought their 
lunches with them as usual. Then the doctor 
asked what they bad been drinking—whisky, 
beer? The man said none of these, but ail 
they drank was water; that they took a pop- 
bottie, tied a rope around the neck of it, and 
threw it off from the pier into the water, It 
sank about ten feet before it filled; that is, be- 
fore the air was forced out of it. Of the water 
thus obtained they all drank. The be- 
lief of the doctor was, after something 
of a study of the water, that it was to 
the water they drank that the sickness was 
due. The depth from which it was taken was, 
as stated, about ten feet, the distance from the 
crib perhaps balf a mile, the period of taking 
during the prevaience of southwest winds, If 
the water at that depth at that distance from 
the shore is so seriously polluted as to sicken 
50 per cent of the people who drank of it, it is 
an important question asto what the quality of 
the water would be pouring into the iniet-gates 
at the crib haif a mile distant. Commissioner Cre- 
gier, however, stated yesterday that he had re- 
ceived no compiaints about the quality of the 
water at the crib. Recent analyses by Prof: 
Haines— 
weeks ago—showed that the water was the pur- 
est of any furnished to any large city in the 
country. 

PATROL-BOXES IN NEW YORK. 

Superintendent Doyle, who is familiar with 
the police-call system now constructing in one 
of the precincts in New York, said it was far 
inferior to that in use in Chicago. The street 
boxes here were not ao objection; on the con- 
trary, the people demanded them faster than 
they could be furnished; and using the tele- 
phone was a great advantage, as every officer 
on beat could be communicated with when he 
reported—a feature which the New York sys- 
tem lacks. There an officer will report by g¢iv- 
ing a signal. Hecan give his key to any one, 
who can make the signal for him. Herd 
the officer's voice is beard, and, by 
the arrangement of the boxes—four 
on the boundaries of a beat—it is known by the 
reports that the officer is covering the ground 
assigned to bim—an impossibility under the 
New York system. As to the objection to hav- 
ing many boxes on one line, it was groundless, 
There was no confusion of signais—there be- 
ing only onefrom a box—and: they could be 
heard at the stations even when the telephone 
is in use, Prof. Barrett having solved that mat- 
ter. With one wire for every box, if the sys- 
tem was adopted throughout New York City, 
wens would kardly ever reach the side-

CLUBBING A CITIZEN. 
THE LATEST POLICE OUTRAGE—WHEN 
THIS BUSINESS STOP? 

“Seems I hit you harder than I intended to. 
I'll have to stop carrying this cane anyway, or 
I'l) kill somebody with it yet! But it rattles a 
man to call him a liar, you know.” 

This was the half-joking apology that Officer 
Murphy of the Desplaines Street Station made 
to Charles Underwood Friday night, Under- 
wood having got, as be states, his head nearly 
broken by Murphy’s club and been kept in a 
cell five bours, all because Murphy mistook 
him for somebody else, Underwood is a slight, 
rather delicate-looking youth who has worked 
tor the last five years as news-agent on the 
Aurora and Elgin train of the Northwestern 
Railroad. He leaves the city by the 5:15 train 
every afternoon and gets back next morning, 
spending his nights at work on the train and 
his days in sieep inthe city. Friday afternoon, 
according to his statement, when on his way to 
the depot, he was seized on Canal street by De- 
tective Murphy, who said: “I saw you in a 
saioon last might shaking dice, and you 
robbed the man you were with of 
his watch.” Underwood promptly and 
naturally replied: “it's a lie!” Whereupon 
- pens much provoked, struck the audacious 

nderwood on the head with a loaded cane, 
sending the blood spurting in a small deluge 
Gown the young fellow’s face and over his 
shirt and vest. This made the prisoner hum- 
ble. He tried to explain that he was on a 
given trajn at the time of the alleged robbery, 
and begged the officer to accompany bim to 
the Welis Street Station, where he could at 
once prove an alibi. But the officer had been 
called a liar and was therefore in honor bound 
to lock his prisoner in adungeon ceil. The 
prisoner wanted to send a message-boy with a 
message to the train officials explaining hie de- 
vention, but the stern Murphy refused permis- 
sion.

Now it bappens that this newsboy has made 
many friends and acquaintances among the 
suburban residents who travel by that train, 
and some of them propose to make it hot for 
Murphy. One result is that the irm of Cody & 
Gary has instituted proceedings against him, 
and another is that Chief Doyle has taken 
Underwood's affidavit and promises an investi- 
sation.

AN IMPORTANT INTERPRETATION OF THE PRO- 
HIBITORY LIQOUR. LAW. 

Muscatine, Ia., Sept. 80.—Judge Hayes’ 
charge to the grand jury today in the matter 
of indictments arising under the new Probib- 
itory Liquor law has created a great sensation 
here. Under this charge it is claimed the en- 
forcement of the prohibitory law in this dis- 
trict becomes practicaily impossible. It will 
be remembersed that Judge Haves has already 
decided that! Justices of the Peace have no 
jurisdiction over cases und@r the new prohib- 
itory law. ‘loday he informed the jury that the 
selling of liquor is an’ indictable offense, but 
instructed them that they must regard the 
buyer of liquor as much a party to the infraction 
of law as the seller, and that all persons testify- 
ing to having purchased liquor are subject to 
indictment. Hence no witness summoned be- 
fore the grand jury can be compelled to testify 
to the buying of any liquors prohibited by law, 
as this would be compelling the witness to 
criminate himself. Judge Hayes said further, 
having reference it is supposed to the Temper- 
ance Alliange, that in case of a person being 
induced or encouraged by any organized body 
or association to buy liquor for the pur- 
pose of ocriminating the seller, such 
buyer would be ciearly indictable and such s0- 
clety or organization would be guilty of con- 
spiracy and shouid be inaicted for such-crime. 
The Judge coucluded with the statement that 
the old Nuisance law is still in force, and that 
in the trial of cases under this section the per- 
son buying Aquor did not make himself a party 
to the particular crime charged—that of keep- 
ing a house where probibited liquors were sold 
—but in cases of selling liquor the purchaser 
clearly aided and abetted in the crime.

stances given are of such a painful nature that

One is that of a poor woman who borrowed 
$25, on which she agreed to pay $2 per month 
as imterest, and at the end of each three 
months she had to renéw the chattel-mortgage 
at an expense of $5.50. If she did not repay 
the money, with the interest, within a year she 
would have been charged in all $58 for the use 
of $25, and one of the worst features in this 
and in other cases mentioned is that, after the 
starving and, pinching endured to pay the in- 
terest, the little property pleaged goes at last.

Less Wheat and More Sugar. 

CnicaGo, Sept. 30.—[Editor of The Tribune. ] 
—Isee frequent suggestions in Taz Tarsuxe 
columns that the furmer should raise less 
wheat, but “‘ What shail he raise instead?” he 
may ask. [Answer: @attle—beef.] One thing 
which may be raised wherever gorn will grow 
is sugar-cane—sorghum gugar-cane—to make 
the sugar which we now import. I have the 
very best authority for saying that the best 


coffee sugar may be raised at any point from 
Louisiana to Chicago trom sorghum at a cost 
not to exceed one cent per pound, while 

sugar now selis at five and one-half cents > 
pound at wholesale. 


|Note: The careful and scientific experi- 
ments that have been made at Champaign, IIl., 
and in Kansas and New Jersey show that by no 
process yet discovered can sugar be produced 
at a profit from sorghum at less than four or 
fiye cents a pound.—Ep. } 


There are three sugar-works in Kansas, one 
at Rio Grande, N. J., and one at Champaign, 
Lil., all in successful operation, and another 
building at Franklin, Tenn., and 150,000 acres 
of cane growing in the State of Kansas alone. 

The details of all these statements can be had 
if asked for, and the most complete instructions 
to the farmer how to proceed. 

In this connection I ‘hand you one of many 
private letters from Prof. Collier on this sub- 
ject.

CHICAGO. 
Last month was the most unprofitable September 
that vessel-owners have ever experienced, and the 
outiook for October is anything but eneouraging. 


There are some indications that the speculators en~ i 7 


gaged in manipulating the corn market will suc- 
ceed in maintaining a corner for several weeks to 
come, which means little or no business for vessels. 
Freights were yery dull yesterday, notwithstand- 
ing that steam vessels carrying over 500,000 bushels 
of gr#in were provided for. Rates were quoted at 
144 cents On corn, 1% cents on wheat, and 1\¢ cents 
on oats to Buffalo. The through rate on corn to 
New York, lake and canal, is 6% cents. 
The rate on corn to Georgian Bay is 
14 cents, Two or three small cargoes were of- 
fered for Kingston, but no vessels could be ob- 
tained at the rates offered. In fact, there are but 
few sailing- vessels in port that are available at the 
rates offered by shippers. There is capacity for 
over 2,000,000 bushels, but most of it is being held 
for higher rates. If rates dg not improve during 
the present month there will not be many vessels 
in commission Nov. 1. Two weeks ago quite a 
large number of vessel-owners threatened to lay 
their vessels up for the winter if freighta did not 
advance before Oct. 1, but so far as could be 
learned only one 4@id so. The schr Minnie 
Slauson was ordered into winter quar- 
ters, her owner taking advantage of 
the clause in his insurance contract which enables 
the insured to surrender bis policy Sept. 30 and re- 
ceive a rebate of 30 per cent of the premium, ‘The 
manner in which the railroads are slaughtering 
rates On east-bound freight is doing much towards 
disheartening vesselmen, as, even though lake 
freights should become more active, paying rates 
could not be obtained so long as the railroads car- 
ried grain from Chicago to New York at 15 cents 
per 100 pounds. Lumber and ore freights show no 
signs Of improvement, nor is it likely that they will 
during the remaining nine’ weeks ot navigation. The 
only Ore charter reported yesterday was the schr 
P. 8. Marsh, for ore from Escanaba to Cleveland at 
82 cents.
